ILLUSTRATION—At a marriage, tho proces- 


sion of which I saw some years ago, tho 
bridegroom came from u distance, and tho 
brido lived at Seramporc, to which place 
the bridegroom was to come by water. After 
waiting uvo or three hours, at length, near 
midnight, it was announced, as if in tho very 
\vords oC Scripture, 23chotd the brUlfgroom 
cpi/ici/i, 170 yc out to meet htm. All tho persona 
employed uow lighted their lamps, and ran 
with them in their hands, to flil up their 
stations in the procession. Some ot them 
had lost Ihcir lights, and were unprepared; 
but it was then too lato to seek '.hern, aad 
the cavalcade moved forward to tho house 
oi' tho bride, at which place tho company 
entered a large and splendidly illuminated 
area before tho house, covered with aa 
awning, where a grcatmultitudc of friends, 
dressed in their best apparel, vrerc seated 
upon mats. Tho briilefrroom was placed 
upon a superb soat in tbo midst of tbo com- 
pany, whore ho sat a short time, and then 
wont into the house, the door of which was 
immediately shut and guarded by sepoys. I 
and others expostulated wilh tho cioor- 
l;ecncrs, but fa vain. Never was I so struck 
with our Lord's beautiful parable as at this 
inomcnt; and the door was xhut. I was exceed- 
ingly anxious to bo present whilo tho mar- 
riage formulas wero repeated, but was 
obliged to depart in disappointment.—W.

A pLotORi-aph was tnkoni in a sitting- 


room up-town a few weeks ago, says tho 
Philadelphia- Inquirer, that has been puz- 
zling amatoui- and professional photog- 
raphers over sinco. Tho artist was "W 
Curtis Taylor, one of the most oxpori- 
oncocl photogrophors in the city, and tho 
subject was a group of eighteen young 
ladius. It was not a good pictui-o because 
several ot the Indios moved, and Mr. Tay 
lor had them sit aprnhi, but ho linisliod up 
tbo nog.itivo and took a proof-print from 
it, amftbon ho saw several queer things 
in it. 
On tho oxtromo right ot tho group ono 


lady stood pai-tly against a white door, 
whilo another lady sat directly in frontof 
iior. Tho clear oullinoj ol tboir faces 
shoiv tbat neither of these ladios changed 
lie:'position during tho exposure oC tho 
plate; nevertheless the edge o£ tho door- 
frame, which appears above l.hoir heads, 
is continued, without a break, down 
through tho hair of tho ittily who is stand- 
ing, just misses her eye and loses itself in 
her chin; while tho paneling of tho door 
shows through her shoulder and through 
tho hair of tho old lady sitting in front of 
hoi'." 
Two ladios stood against tho closedfihut- 


tors of a bay window. Both thoir taecs 
show distinctly in tho photograph, but 
the lines of tho molding appear through 
tho hair oC both. Tho light struck this 
soction o£ the window. Tho other ladies 
stood—ono against a dark soction of tho 
window, tho other against a part at tbo 
frame which shows light. • Both faces aro 
badly blurred, but in neither caso do tbo
